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PREFACE 

This is a Spelling Book. In the opinion of the 
average teacher, — and her practice is strictly in accord 
with that opinion, — the difiBculties of English spelling 
are sufficiently great to justify the largest measure of 
concentration upon that subject, when it is before the 
pupil, and a studied neglect of the plans for correlation 
that have been so prominent a feature in many of the 
spelling books appearing in recent years. 

This book has been prepared in the belief that the 
average teacher is correct both in opinion and practice 
in the matter of spelling, and in the belief, also, that 
there is room for improvement upon the methods of pre- 
senting the subject to be found in the books in general 
use. They seem open to criticism upon at least four 
points : 

• 1st. The various schemes of classification adopted are, 
for the most part, irrelevant to the subject of spelling. 
The arrangement of words in groups according to length, 
or subject of thought, or part of speech, has no helpful- 
ness to the pupil in his effort to master the difficulties 
of spelling them. 

2d. There is failure to make any consistent effort to 
reduce the difficulties of the subject to their lowest terms. 

3d. The rational implications of the subject are over- 
looked and neglected, and the unaided memory is too 
largely relied upon for results. 

• 4th. The schemes of correlation do not help the spell- 
ing and often stand in the way of a more logical arrange- 
ment of the matter offered.

In the preparation of the following pages certain prin- 
ciples have been kept in mind and an effort made to 
incorporate them in the plan of the book. 

I. The attention of the pupil should be constantly 
directed to the part of the word which is likely to be 
the occasion of difficulty. 

II. There must be a judicious selection of words. The 
fact should be recognized that the words oftenest mis- 
spelled are the shorter words of every -day use. Tech- 
nical and literary words, and polysyllables generally are 
most used by people who know the use of the dictionary 
and are accustomed to resort to it when in doubt. Words 
of this class should occupy a subordinate place in a 
speller designed for use in elementary schools. Again, 
very many words are spelled as they sound, and no one 
ever misspells them. No large portion of the spelling 
book need be given over to them. 

III. Whatever there is of rational basis for the sub- 
ject should be recognized, and every possible aid by way 
of association and otherwise be given to the memory, 
and that plan adopted which will give a mastery of 
the greatest number of words with the least amount of 
effort. 

• The feature of this book to which attention is par- 
ticularly invited, and in which it differs from any book 
with which the writer is acquainted, is its classification 
of words upon the basis of form, with thai part of the 
word which is likely to be mistaken as the form element. 
In adapting this scheme to a great number of common 
words, the words have been grouped by means of a double 
classification, — the first basis of classification being simi- 
larity in sound; the second, similarity in form. All 
of Section I, Advanced Spelling, is arranged upon this 
plan. 



PREFACE 5 

An analysis of the sources of diflSculty in spelling, 
other than those covered by Section I, will show that 
thej' may be mostly referred to four heads: 

1st. The use of consonants as equivalents of one an- 
other, and the frequent occurrence of silent consonants. 
Section II is devoted to words in which the consonant 
element is the occasion of error. 

2d. The similarity in sound and diversity in form 
among unaccented final syllables is often the occasion of 
error. Section III is devoted to words of this class. 

3d. In many polysyllables an intermediate syllable 
is represented by vowel without accent and therefore 
obscure in sound. Such words will be found in Sec- 
tion IV. 

4th. The variable use of single and double consonants 
is a common source of difficulty. Section V contains a 
useful list of words likely to prove troublesome in this 
respect. 

Features of this book not already mentioned which 
will, it is believed, add largely to its value are: 

a. The dictionary arrangement running through it 
which makes it possible for one who is familiar with 
the general plan of the book to turn to any word in it. 
This feature makes the spelling book a natural intro- 
duction to the use of the dictionary — which it should be. 
• 6. The plan of the book is such that the pupil is 
enabled to master whole groups of words by the study 
of a few, thus securing the maximum of result with the 
minimum of effort. 

c. The correct pronunciation of many words that are 
often mispronounced is shown by their grouping, and 
the use of the phonogram as the basis of classification 
through a great part of the book shouM make the study 
especially helpful to the work in reading.

d. The division of the work by grades is such that 
the course for each year will include a review of all the 
work of the previous years. 

e. The Table of Contents, the List of Homonyms, 
the Exercises in Pronunciation, and the Glossary at the 
end of the book should help to make the book service- 
able. 
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THE RATIONAL SPELLER 

PART I 

To the Teacher: — For coavenience of reference the 
phonograms in the following lists are given in alpha- 
betical order. It is not expected, nor is it desirable, 
that they should be taken up in that order. Let them 
rather be taken up in the order which fits in best with 
the work in reading. 

These exercises in Part I are offered rather as a 
phonic drill and as an aid to the ready recognition of 
the powers of the several combinations than as spelling 
exercises. Most of the words are such as are familiar 
to the child. Those that are not form just as valuable 
part of the exercise for the purpose of drill. 

In the choice of combinations for these exercises for 
the first and second years, words have been chosen that 
are spelled as they are pronounced; and in the first year 
lists the sounds are, as a rule, those which have but one 
method of representation.

To the Teacher: The test of the mastery of a given phonogram is 
the ability to name the words under it, or to refer a word to its appro- 
priate list.

It will be noticed, perhaps, that an occasional 
liberty is taken with the usual syllabication of a word. It 
is not believed that this will lead to any serious results. 

As each sound is taken up, all the different ways in 
which it is represented in the list of words given for the 
grade, together with those found in the work for previous 
years, should be mastered preliminary to the study of the 
words. The work of each grade should include a full re- 
view of the work preceding it. By this plan, the work 
of the last year will cover the entire book. The Roman 
numerals at the head of the columns indicate the school 
year in which it is thought the subjoined words may 
properly be studied. In the choice of words for the sev- 
eral grades the thought has been to place the less usual 
and the more difficult words in the latter part of the 
course.

CHILD LIFE, the central idea of these books, is the theme of 
every lesson. The fact that the material is confined to matters that 
concern and are familiar to children, affords two striking advantages 
— interest and rapidity of progress. The subject-matter is interesting 
because it is within the range of the child's experience. He will 
read better because of his interest in the reading-matter. His imag- 
ination is not strained, nor is his attention diveited from the proeess 
of learning to read, as is the case where unfamiliar themes interfere 
with concentration of thought. He is constantly called upon to learn 
new words ; he should not, at first, be required to learn new subjects. 
The words and phrases used in the text come into the child's daily 
life; he learns them readily and understands the thoughts that they 
express. 

THE AMOUNT OF READING- MATTER in the First and 
Second Readers is greater than is afforded by most other books of 
the same grade. The advantage of this extra opportunity for drill 
is obvious. 

SCRIPT — As most primary teachers make extensive use of the 
blackboard, the new words in the first fifty lessons of the First 
Reader appear both in script and in print. The engraved sentences, 
letter-forms, and poems in both books furnish opportunities for prac- 
tice in reading script; also, for seat work in copying. The engraving 
is in simple round-hand vertical form — not a copy of any one sys- 
tem, but a combination of the best features of many. 

PHONICS — These books can be used with any method of teach- 
ing reading, — word, sentence, or phonic — but they are not exclu- 
sively designed for any one method. However, so much use is now 
made of phonics by the best primary teachers, that the phonetic 
drills and diacritical marks are introduced in careful gradation. 
These furnish opportunity for drills in correct pronunciation and 
enunciation, and aid the pupils to find out the pronunciation of new 
words for themselves. 

REVIEWS and suggestions for language lessons occur occasion- 
ally, and may be extended at the discretion of the teacher. 
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
